Lee was reported back at her 
$100-a-day movie job. 

Complaints in Custody Fight. 

The custody fight started last 
Jan. 12 when Lora Lee was re- 
moved from the Michels’ home by 
Miss Bailey. The child had com- 
plained that her foster parents 
made her diet. The deputy said 
then that the child weighed only 
45 pounds and complained she 
was hungry all the time. Mrs. 
Bailey also quoted the child as 
saying she was whipped because 
she once gained a pound, 

Then her real mother, Mrs. 
Lena Brunson, 35, of Nederland, 
Tex., sought to regain custody. At 
the custody hearing Lora Lee was 
in the midst of a hair-pulling tug- 
of-war between Mrs. Brunson and 
Mrs. Michel who had adopted the 
child in 1945. 

Later, Judge A. A.

the child and that the Michels’

Monahan, former assistant trust 
officer at the bank, who worked 
with Ward in a scheme to de- 
fraud the bank by making false 
entries on construction bills, has 
given a promissory note for 
$15,750 to the bonding firm. Pay- 
ments also will be made on the 
basis of 10 per cent of monthly 
income. About $3500 had previous- 
ly been obtained from Monahan 
through attachments and garnish- 
ments. 

On pleas of guilty, Monahan 
was sentenced to five years in 
prison and Ward to three years 
and each was fined $5000. They 
were released after serving part 
of their terms.

WASHINGTON, March 14 (AP) 
—Harold Christoffel, former Mil- 
waukee labor leader, was sen- 
tenced today to from two to 
years in prison on a charge 
lying to a congressional commit- 
joni 

Christoffel was convicted last 
month for a second time on a per- 
jury charge. A United States dis- 
trict court jury found he had lied 
when he denied under oath to the 
House Labor Committee that he 
had ever been a Communist. 

The sentence imposed today by 
Judge F. Dickinson Letts was the 
same es Christoffel received after 
his first conviction “in 1948. 

First Conviction Reversed. 

The Supreme Court thre out 
the first conviction. 

Christoffel’s attorney, Herbert 
J. Fabricant, said he would ap- 
peal the new conviction immedi- 
ately. Judge Letts refused to 
grant bail pending appeal. He 
declared he thought there is no 
substantial question of law to be 


decided by a higher court and 
therefore further bail was not 


justified. 

Judge Letts today sentenced 
Christoffel to two to six years on 
each of five counts but ruled that 
the sentences be served concur- 
rently. 

In reversing Christoffel’s first 
conviction, the Supreme Court 
held the Government had not 
proved that at least 13, a quorum, 
of the 25 members of the House 
committee were present when 
Christoffel testified before it 
March 1, 1947. 

Defense Charges Perjury. 

At the second trial, the Govern- 
ment produced testimony by 14 


members of the committee that 


they were present. Defense At- 
torney O. John Rogge contended 
later in arguments that some of 
the Congressmen perjured them- 
selves in so testifying. 

The committee at the time it 
questioned C el was look- 
ing into Communist influences in 
some labor unions.

Reports from Brussels had said 
the Premier would ask Leopold 
to abdicate the throne, ostensibly 
in the interests of Belgian unity. 

Eyskens told reporters “I have 
nothing whatever to tell you yet.” 
Then he said: 

I spoke with the King for an 
hour and a half. Now, as is only 
natural, he asked for a few mo- 
ments to reflect and consult with 
his advisers. It is quite possible 
that there may be several similar 
interruptions in- our discussions 
later. 

He met the King at the latter’s 
residence in Pregny, near Geneva, 
then returned to his hotel here 
to await a summons to the royal 
chateau. 

In a referendum Sunday 57.6 


per cent of the Belgian voters 
said they wanted the King back 
on the throne, but the referen- 
dum seemed to split the country 
more than ever on the issue that 
has been a thorny one for the 
Belgians since Leopold surren- 
dered his troops to the Germans 
in the early days of World War 


The King had said he would ab- 
dicate if he did not win 55 per 
cent of the vote. Although his 
margin was a little more than 
that, its effect has been to split 
the country both politically and 
on geographical lines. 

Leopold polled a 72.2 per cent 
vote in the Flemish - speaking 
north but got only 40.2 per cent 
in the south, home of-the Wal- 
loons. | 

The referendum was an advis- 
ory one. Leopold cannot return 
unless Parliament decides to in- 
vite him back. Likewise, he is 
under no legal compulsion to ab- 
dicate.

NO NEED TO FEAR 
H-BOMB WILL END 
ALL LIFE—STRAUSS 


WASHINGTON, March 14 (AP) 
—There is no need to fear the 
destruction of all life on earth 
by hydrogen bombs, Lewis L. 
Strauss of the Atomic Energy 
Commission, said today. 

“Pollution of the world to such 
a point would entail an effort far 
beyond that needed to win a war 
between major powers,” he said. 

Strauss, who has resigned from 
the commission effective April 15, 
gave his views on various aspects 
of atomic matters in a copy- 
righted interview by the maga- 
zine, U. S. News & World Re- 


rt. 

The former New York banker, 
one of the five original members 
of the AEC, remarked that “man- 
made plagues and diseases are 
no less terrible to contemplate” 
‘as potential mass. killers in war 
although they have no relation- 
ship to atomic energy. 

Asked whether Americans are 
“worrying enough“ about such 
bacteriological warfare, Strauss 
replied: “I would make a dis- 
tinction between worrying and 
giving sober thought to the sit- 
uation and makinge reasonable 
preparations against eventualities. 
I don’t include among those prep- 
arations the dispersion of cities.” 

He said the talk of complete 
decentralization of big centers 
has “an economic implication 
about as bad as a bomb hit.” 


REDS IN FINNISH CABINET 
PROPOSED BY PAASIKIVI 


HELSINKI, March 14 (AP)— 
President Juho Paasikivi today 
asked Agrarian leader Urho Kek- 
konen, Speaker of the Finnish 
Parliament, to become Premier 
at the head of a new coalition 
‘Cabinet containing Communists. 

The move to include Commu- 
nists—out of the Government 
since July 1948—in a national 
unity Cabinet was viewed as a 
move to answer recent Russian 
charges that Finland was pursuing 
an anti-Soviet policy and lining 
up with the West. 

Paasikivi, who recently was re- 
elected, immediately began con- 
ferences with leaders of various 
political parties to see if he could 


get agreement for a broad coali- 
tion government.

In some parts of the Government there are 
chiefs of offices and bureaus who can go over 
the Cabinet members who head their depart- 
ments, and appeal directly to the President or.

operating were thrown into them. The legisla- 
tive authority under which they were created 
was thrown in too—some of it contradictory of 
the authority of the new department. 

It is the same purpose of making clear who 
is responsible for what, and then giving him 
the authority to do it, that President Truman 
has in mind in proposing to abolish the office 
of general counsel of the NLRB. As long as 
the general counsel is independent of the mem- 
bers of the Labor Board, these tyo instruments 
of a single purpose are likely to work at cross 
purposes. Certainly the incumbent general coun- 
sel, Robert N. Denham, the only one who has 
served in the independent setup, has evinced 
both an inclination and a knack for working 
at cross purposes. It comes down to a question 
of whether the board or the general counsel 


shall run the NLRB, and Mr. Truman wants the 


board to do it. : 

Next the President would abolish the Maritime 
Commission and set its functions up again in 
two new agencies to be established in the Com- 
merce Department. The Maritime Commission 
has not won the reputation of a model of gov- 
ernment in its 14 years’ existence. 

The President recognizes that the country 
needs to take an undivided look at its trans- 
portation mediums—land, sea and air—and bring 
some coherence into budgeting its aid to them, 
doing research, and carrying out reorganization 
of their functions. That has never been done. 
The scattering of transportation affairs among 
the Maritime Commission, the ICC and the CAB 
is one big reason why it has never been done. 


The Hoover Commission proposed to make 
consolidations of these related activities by cen- 
tering many of them in the Commerce Depart- 
ment. 

Objections will be raised. But however 
strongly these objections are pressed, Congress 
should be guided by the weight of evidence 
which the Hoover Commission has brought to- 
gether. It will always stand to Mr. Truman’s 
credit that he set party considerations aside 
to call in the one living ex-President of the 
opposite political faith to do this job.

Nobody should feel too discouraged to learn 
that 65 per cent of all of us lack the I. Q. to 
fill out the long income tax form. David Boder’s 
findings only confirm what 65 per cent of all 
of us found in filling out the form. But there's 
still a question as to whether the Illinois Insti- 
tute of Technology professor investigated just 
the right I. d. s. 

He states that an intelligence quotient of 110 
is required to understand the income tax instruc- 
tions. He does not state what I. Q. was required 
to write instructions which require an I.Q. of 
110 to understand them. It was no hear-genius 
in the tax office who concluded that so many 
people are even that near to being geniuses. 

Many years ago a German psychologist gave 
an intelligence test to a visiting Eskimo, who 
failed lustily. Then the Eskimo, entranced by 
the idea, proposed an intelligence test to the 
psychologist. Only it was an Eskimo intelligence 
test, based on such things as how to skin a 
seal. The psychologist also failed thoroughly. 

I. Q. testers can overcome differences of en- 
vironment, but they may never overcome differ- 
ences of opinion.

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Blacklists on the Defensive 


Serious questions have come up around every 
aspect of the loyalty program of the Truman 
Administration.

Meantime, 
the Department of Justice is now put on notice 
to justify its blacklist of organizations. Up to 
now it has gotten by without proving its case.

MEXICO CITY. 


After five and a half years, the evidence 
is piling up that Mexico is pleased with its 
program of social medicine for workers in 
the big industrial centers. So much 80 
that the Mexican Social Security Institute 
now talks of pushing the plan out to farms 
and fields. 

Under Seguro Social (Social Security), 
all workers in factories, plants, offices and 
stores in Mexico City and four other in- 
dustrial areas are entitled to full medical 
and hospital care, indemnification in case 
of accident, invalidism, injury or chronic 
illness and death benefits. 

This “cradle to grave” coverage is a 
luxury available not alone to the workers 
but to wives and “companions” and chil- 
dren under 16, or 25 in the case of those 
physically handicapped or continuing with 
their education. In plain words, the five 
big industrial centers of Mexico have “so- 
cialized medicine.” 

Mexico’s program got the green light 
from the Avila Camacho Administration in 
January, 1943. Early suspicion and opposi- 
tion were strong. In many places the pro- 
gram was profaned as Communistic and 
religion-schooled Mexicans crossed them- 
selves pleading to be killed rather than 


de taken to the Seguro Social hospitals. 


Now the number of workers and family 
members enrolled exceeds a million, and 
doctors on Seguro Social payrolls hardly 
find time for a smoke between patients. 


How the Costs Are Shared 


The program is financed largely on a 
tripartite basis, with the employer carrying 
the brunt of the load. There are three 
categories: general health and maternity 
care; old age, death, and disability bene- 
fits; and accidents and injuries sustained 
on the job. 

For the first two, the employer contri- 
butes 50 per cent of the cost while the 
worker and the state each subscribe 25 
per cent. For the third, the employer pays 
the full bill. It is felt that this goads em- 
ployers into minimizing hazards and im- 
proving the working environment.

five areas. These are supplemented by 
191 first aid stations maintained by Seguro 
Social in industrial plants and factories. 
And for the more complicated cases, the 
Institute has access to 21 hospitals. 


Doctors and dentists work for the Insti- 
tute A few hours a day, leaving them time 
also‘for private practice. Nurses work full 
time. The salaries are perhaps low by 
American standards, but they are equitable 
in terms of the Mexican economy. 


The prevailing schedule is for a general 
praetitioner to work four hours daily for 
a.monthly fee of 434 pesos. Most of the 
medical personnel find it difficult to carry 
their respective loads in the time allotted. 
That’s because the doctor-patient ratio is 
on the high side. 

To care for the 1,040,499 eligible for 
service, there are but 1746 physicians, sur- 
geons, and dentists on the payroll. So the 
doctors actually give more than they get. 


Faults of the Program 


This leads to the primary criticism of 
the program, lack of professional personnel. 
There is a shortage of both doctors and 
nurses. And this sets up all sorts of sub- 
sidiary criticisms. Patients don’t get prompt 
service all the time. Red tape sets in; de- 
lays are frequent. 

Just the same, nearly everyone agrees 
that the program is sound theoretically. 
Doctors admit that medical practice in 
Mexico has improved as a result. They 
now see many more and more varied cases 
than under private practice; and their fi- 
nancial loss is their professional gain. 


The faults with the program lie in the 
direction of administration and Mexican 
habits, Not much attention is paid to punc- 
tuality and this lack of concern often cre-

He then ran off six more 
trump tricks, until his own hand . 
was reduced to two spades, one 
diamond and one trump, While 
dummy still had the A-Q of 
spades and the K-10 of hearts. 

West still had two spades, the 
singleton jack of hearts and the 
queen of diamonds, while East 
had kept the K-5 of spades, the 
heart queen and the diamond 
king. 

Declarer played the last trump 
and West gave up a spade. It is 
easy to see that the contract 
could have been made with ex- 
treme ease, by declarer’s discard- 
ing the spade queen from dummy 
and keeping both hearts—but how ~ 
was South to know that? Per- 
centage-wise, there was more 
chance for the spade finesse than 
for a heart break, and so South 
discarded the heart ten and tried 
the spade finesse. Needless to 
say, he was a_ disappointed 
player! 

There is no 100 per cent safe 
way to play such a hand, but, 
everything considered; and to 
avoid the final guess, the best 
plan is probably to cash both high 
hearts immediately, and then to 
ruff a heart with a club honor 
as an outright test. True, there 
are risks in this plan, but not 
very grave ones, and now de- 
clarer knows whether the hearts 
break or whether he needs the 
spade finesse.
